Suspension of Rules Required for Eleventh Hour 
Action and Sport Will Continue as Hitherto V 
for Two More Years at Least. , 



Baltimore, Mi).. April I*. — With the end of the 
1914 session of the .Maryland legislature at Anna 
polis only a few hours off, raring in Maryland 
seems safe. The legislature must adjourn at mid 
night to comply with ihe law and the Williams 
and llall anti racing lulls apparently have gone by 
the lxiariL Only l»y a special sus|»ension of rules 
can the two houses of tin- legislature pass any legis- 
lation at this late hour and it is not thought that 
the racing hills will he among those chosen for such 
drastic action. 

At a late hour tonight it ionkwl as though racing 
would la* continued in Maryland for at least two 
years more under tin* saute conditions that have 
liecii recently prevailing.

The German Crown Prince William, who only 
recently registered his racing colors, won the 
Stransherg Steeplechase on Sunday. March 15. at 
Berlin Si rausberg with Baby, which lieat tivo others, 
an auspicious commencement for his imperial higness 
as an owner. 

The first America n -bred winner of the present 
English flat racing season was the tlm*e-year-old 
bay colt Uncle Dale, by Ormondnle — Auntie Mum. 
which won tin* Blankncy Plate at a mile on the sec 
ond day of the Lincoln Spring meeting. 

Mr. Horatio Bottomley has leased Jarnac from 
Mr. J. D. Cohn for the rest of his racing career. 
The horse ran for the Lincolnshire Handicap in the 
former gentleman’s name and colors. At the end 
of the seasou Jaruae returns to France and will 
stand next year at the Goustranville Stud. 

Hallick, the I*ainbourn trainer, has had laid luck 
with his broodmares this year. He lias a half 
dozen, but lias only had one foal, and that died. 
Ii was a colt hy Greenback- a horse lie prepared 
for his many races — out of Sun Bonnet, and though 
lie was apparently a strong, healthy foal he was 
found dead in the foaling box. 

The work at the Societe Sportive d’ Encourage- 
ment's new race course at Saint-Denis La Cotirneuve 
near Paris, is finished, hut. owing to certain diffi- 
culties with tin* municipal authorities with regard 
to the mads leading to the entrance gates, the 
inauguration has been definitely postponed until the 
commencement of next year.

J. McTaggart. leader of the American jockeys for 
1914 to date, resumed riding at Jamestown last 
we< k and. showing the same good form that lias 
given him a long lead over his rivals, materially 
improved his position by piloting six winners. Y. 
Murphy, who has come to Hie front of late, ad- 
vanced” into second place by landing four winners.

TRAINER OF THE FIRST LINCOLN WINNER. 

J. F. Hallick. the I-amboum trainer, had the 
pleasure of saddling the lirst winner of the season 
at Lincoln March 23. the veteran Sir Raymond, 
owned by Mr. C. Ilannam. being tin* successful 
horse. He was one of the trio mostly fancied, the 
other pair being the winner of the Trial Plate a 
twelvemonth ago. Bouton Rouge, and St. Alphonse. 
F. Tentplenian had the mount on Sir Raymond, who 
wits retained at 209 guineas. The son of Desmond 
I and Reigning Queen did not have a very successful 
season in 1913, winning once in eight outings. His 
victory, it is to la* hoiied. augurs a good season 
for Hallick. one of the most popular of trainers. 
Bouton Rouge only managed to finish third on this 
occasion. — London Sportsman.

Louisville. Ky., April 0. II. C. Applegate A: (’o.. 
owners of the Kentucky Derby favorite, Old Rose- 
bud. received the following wire Saturday night 
from Jefferson Livingston: 

”If you will breeze old Rosebud for Phi! T. 
Chinn and he is satisfied as to his soundness and 
physical condition. I will tender you a New York 
draft for $30,000 in payment for him, which in- 
cludes all his engagements for 11*14. Please ad- 
vise me by wire the value of the different stakes 
he is entered in and their gross amount. Also what 
day it is agreeable to have the horse breezed for 
Mr. Chinn. Jefferson Livingston. 

In reply the following telegram was sent: 

•old Rosebud is eu gaged in stakes of the value 
of $100,000 or more. Would breeze him for you or 
Mr. 4 "hi nn . and will sell him to you. subject to ex- 
amination by any veterinarian. Our price for the 
horse is $40,990. and we consider him cheap at 
that price. We are confident no horse can l>eat 
him. weight for age. II. C. Applegate & Co.” 

Coincident with improved track conditional faster 
work has characterized the work of some of the 
Kentucky Derby eligibles here recently. On Sunday, 
at Douglas Park, Old Rosebud was sent three eighths 
in going the first quarter in :23. The in- 

tention was merely to breeze* him. Over the same 
course. Briekley, one of the Derby candidates owuedl 
hy William Gerst, of Nashville, went three-quarters 
in 1:17%. He is a promising looking maiden, in 
fact one of the most promising in appearance of 
all those entered for the rich stake. He is a son 
of Ort Wells, and was not raced last season to any 
extent owing to having been fired on account of 
ankle trouble. Now. however, be Is training 
soundly. Ralph, George J. Long’s Derby crack, is 
daily taking hard training. Ills latest go«nl work 
was seven-eighths in 1:30?/%, with the lirst six fur- 
longs traversed in 1:17%. 

Ralph is going along steadily in his preparation 
and is apparently ranch further advanced than has 
i*eeu generally supposed, as he has becu in training 
at the Downs ever since January 1. When tin* 
track was recently in fast condition, in tin* opinion 
of several good judges, he could have worked six 
furlongs as fast as 1:15, the day he went the dis- 
tance under double wraps several seconds slower, 
lie is one of the highest type horses so far as 
conformation goes that the Louisville owner has 
ever had in training for the big race and as a con- 
sequence he has a wonderful following, including 
some shrewd lurfmen. 

Old Rosebud bus gone a mile within the last 
few days at Douglas Park in a shade under 1:17 
and acts as If a week or two more of training will 
fit him to go that far at something like real racing 
speed. The best showing Yandergrlft lias made is 
six furlongs in a shade better than 1 :29. but lie 
nets as if fairly forward in preparation. Though 
on his two-year old form he does not appeal to the 
general public, like many of the. other cracks eu- 
gaged, he has some admirers among horsemen who 
think his conformation and size will he sure to 
serve him well in going over the Derby route. 
Being a son of Den Brush, he has the blood of 
Derby winners in his veins. 

Hodge is taking things easy at the Downs, al 
though every morning Kay Spence gallops him at 
a sharp gait with a leading pony. He will soon 
begin putting a rider on him once more and then he 
is likely to show some sparkling trials at a mile or 
more. Hodge has many followers for the rich 
stake. lie won last season as a two-year-old with 
heavier weight up than any of the forty seven three- 
year-olds engaged in the Derby this spring when at 
Ottawa he carried 128 pounds to victory. lie twice 
defeated Surprising, once conceding him weight, 
and in a mile race with the Carman crack In* was 
beaten a neck, but the race was awarded to him on 
a foul. Surprising only beat his once out of their 
four meetings, excluding the mile race which Hodge 
was awarded because of the foul. The fact that lie 
went a mile successfully in his late two year-old 
form would seem that as a three-year-old It is a 
sure thing that he will cover the Derby route of a 
mile and a quarter creditably. 

The fastest work ITodgo has done since his arrival 
from Juarez was a half in 52. The first quarter 



was run in 24%. He, of course, is further advanced 
than any other of the Derby candidates iu training 
at the local courses. Upon the strength of this, 
the odds on Hodge in the future books inis lieen out 
to 1o to 1.. 

The best work of the two-year-okls in training here 
stands to the credit of \Y. K. Phillips’ two fillies 
hy English Lad London Girl and Almeda Lawrence. 
The last named went a half in 50% after having 
gone the first quarter in 23 and the first three 
furlongs in 30. London Girl went three furlongs in 
3C*-. The best work of other horses includes Char- 
tier. six furlongs in 1:19%; Al Wormwood, five- 
eighths in 1:07%: Casey Jones, half mile in 53%. 
and five furlongs in 1:90, pulled up (this speedy 
gelding was fired last fall and is now going soundly 
again; ; Ovation, six furlongs in 1:21: Dilatory, 

three-quarters in 1:25; Zindel. three furlongs in 
39; Tillie’s Nightmare, three eighths in 39%; The 
Reach, mile in 1:51%: Rudolfo. half mile in 54%: 
Anar, three furlongs in 37: Wander, six furlongs in 
1:29; J. W. Shea, five furlongs in 1:05: Rooster, 
half mile in 52%: Thomas Callaway, five furlongs 
in 1:07. Thomas Callaway is a maiden Derby can- 
didate in trainer Allen Steele’s stable. 

J. E. Madden’s Kentucky Derby candidate. Water- 
melon. recently worked six furlongs in 1:22. She 
is taking work regularly for the big race and looks 
fairly forward. 

Rrouzewing, A. P. Humphrey Jr.’s Derby candi- 
date. is also going right along in training and Dan 
l.eliau. who lias her in charge, is figuring on getting 
her ready for the rich stake. Her latest work was 
done with th<? Lntonia Cup winner. Sir Catesby. as 
a pacemaker and that old performer went along 
with her a half in 53. five furlongs in 1:07 and six 
furlongs in 1:21, though at the finish the speedy 
filly ran away from the old horse. 

At Douglas Park, Bwckhorn, Helen Barbee 
and Melton Street. in It. J>. MacKenzie’s 

stable. have all lieen breezed strongly in 

the last few days and all of John W. 
Schorr’s cracks are now taking strong training. 
Hamilton and David Craig appearing to he the most 
forward in preparation at the present time. Horse- 
men are sweet on Luke McLnke. a maiden ihree- 
year ohl in the Schorr string, which is credited with 
being one of the speediest three-year-olds in training 
hereabouts. He acts and looks as if he has a chance 
to develop into the speediest sort of a sprinter. 
Leoehares has spread out considerably during the 
winter and others of the Schorr stable which look 
unusually well, aside from Star Charter and Frog- 
legs. are the trio of three-year-olds. David Craig, 
F. A. Stone and Brownstone. 

William Gerst’s horses also quartered at Douglas 
Park, are now taking exercise having rested follow- 
ing their trip from Nashville and he has what looks 
like some promising racing material in his big 
stable this season. His Derby candidates. Briekley 
and Macknez, seem to have spread and grown con- 
siderably since last season. The former is a son of 
Ort Wells and the latter is by Mazagan. 

Colonel Parr has asked for stable room at the 
Dawns. He has among his horses a IVrby candi- 
date in The Governor, a gelding hy Fatherless. T. 
C. McDowell, of Lexington, has also applied for 
stable room for his big string Jit the same track. 
Major McDowell has twenty-six horses iu training 
this season. His Derby candidate is the hay colt. 
Aristocrat, a son of Ben Brush, out of the famous 
Bracegirdle, dam of The Manager. 

Jockey B. Steele is now at Douglas Park exer- 
cising horses for trainer Jack Adkins, who lias 
charge of It. .T. Mackenzie’s string of horses. He 
will ride for the Canadian owner this season when- 
ever he can do the weight. .Adkins is much pleased 
with his horses this spring and looks for the vet- 
erans of the stahie — Buckhorn. Helen Barbee and 
Melton Street — to come back to the track in win- 
ning form. He will doubtless let Buckhorn. as well 
:is Helen Barbee. do considerable sprint racing this 
season. He is not overly anxious to run Hiiekhorn 
in races of a mile or more at the weights sure 
to he put on him in such events. 

Already there ale a number of foals at George J. 
Long’s Bash ford Manor Farm. He has among them 
a chestnut colt by Alveseot out of Basbford Belle,

Norfolk, Va., April 6. — One of tbe largest Monday 
crowds in the history of tbe Jamestown track was 
on hand today to witness the ruuuiug of a card 
of six races.

Corey was sus- 
pended hy the stewards for the rest of the meeting 
for rough riding.

This does not no an that Ihe ring is syndicated, be 
cause each layer Is operating independently.

By order of the stewards the horses running in 
the name aud inierests of \y. M. Sheedy have been 
suspended indefinitely. This action was taken 
under rule 194. which states that a person who has 
been suspended and never reinstated may not train 
or be in any manner connected with a stable. Form- 
er jockey J. Reid, according to the stewards, 
handled some of the horses which Sheedy races. The 
latter is willing to make an affidavit to the effect 
that Reid has never had anything to do with his 
stable and will take tbe ease to the Jockey Club 
-lor final decision.

AMERICAN ACTIVITIES ON FRENCH TURF. 

Frank Jay Gould apparently is going to race ou a 
greater scale than ever on the French turf. He 
has purchased Collier's former training establish- 
ment. which adjoins the Gould property at Maisons- 
I.affitte. There he iutends to install his trainer, 
Percy Lynham. as soon as a number of alterations 
and improvements have beeu made in the establish- 
ment. 

This decision unci purchase on the part of Mr. 
Gould comes as a surprise all the more because 
last autumn, at the close of the flat racing season 
France, In* let it be understood* that be ex- 
pected to move most «*f Ids horses in training out 
of France and to s(>t up a new training establish* 
ment not far from Brussels, the capital of Belgium. 
However, it was never his intention to remove Ids 
breeding farm, Le Robllliard. near Paris. This 
stud farm is managed by F. (7. Calhoun, who is 
enthusiastic over a new feed for foals ami year- 
lings. It is known as "animal barley.” Calhoun 
deelares* lie lias achieved some wonderful results 
with this form of horse feed. He says lie picked 
out an exceedingly weak foal for making a par- 
ticular test with barley in this form, aud that the 
youugster is now strong and hearty aud looks as 
though he would develop into one of the largest 
foals in the paddocks at Le Robllliard. 

"I am sorry I did not take a photograph of this 
foal before using the barley food.” says Calhoun, 
‘the bull was almost walking on its hocks. Horse 
men in America may be glad to know of this feed.” 

William K. Vanderbilt will not race his horses 
on the French turf in his own name during the 
spring and summer, on account of the death of 
his brother. His is one of the largest, 
if not the largest racing establishments in 

France — quit** apart from his enormous breed 
ing farm — ami the horses will be kept it 
training as usual, but will be run under the 
peculiar assumed name of "J. Rutgers lx* Roy” 
until September 1. His crack American jockey 

Frank O'Neill, will continue to do all the important 
riding for the stable. O’Neill is generally con- 
sidered the most accomplished race rider in Europe 
and lias a tin**, remunerative contract with Mr. 
Vanderbilt. 

John Sanford's abandonment of old General San 
lord's once celebrated Huricaua stud farm in 1 lie 
state of New York seems likely to become complete 
before long, lb* has organized a new stud farm and 
a training establishment in France. The horses that 
are to bear the Sanford colors ou the French turf 
this season are now at Maisons-Laffitte under the 
care of trainer Burch. Hopkins, Mr. Sanford’s new 
jockey from America, arrived recently and is domi- 
ciled with Burch at the training quarters. J. E. Wi- 
dener also lias a new American jockey, Loftus, 
who has taken up quarters at Chantilly. 

Two other American jockeys arrived at Paris re- 
cently. but only one iutends to stay and ride in 
France. They are Hoar and Reiss. Hoar, the last 
of those four American riders to arrive from the 
I nited States is temporarily the guest of trainer 
Kotisse at Maisons-Laffitte. Hoar has an excellent 
contract to ride in Russia for the extravagantly 
wealthy oil king. M. L. Mantaseheff. to whom Hoar 
is due to report the second week in April, so he will 
remain at Maisons-Laffitte for ouly a few days. 
Meanwhile Hoar has been renewing many old ac- 
quaintance of the American turf, especially writli 
the senior members of liis own profession now’ in t lie 
front rank of European riders, such as Milton Henry. 
Johnny Keiff. Nash Turner and Winnie O'Connor, 
all of whom rode with much success on the New 
York tracks from ten to fifteen years ago. Reiss 
had joined Eugene Leigh’s stable at Maisons-Laffitte 
where Gene is just as much of a wizard at turning 
out winners from his training stables as he used to 
le at Morris Park aud Sheepshead Bay. 

The flat racing season in France has oiened and 
Herman B. Duryea was the first of the many 
American owners racing in France to see his colors 
win this year. He was not long about it either, 
for the first horse lie sent to the post, which was 
for the second race of the opening day at St. 
Cloud, won for him. The opening day of the season 
brought a fortunate beginning for many other 
Americans besides Harry Payne Whitney’s old-time 
racing partner on tin* New York tracks. The 
American colony at Paris 7*et on Duryea’s horse 
that won the second race: many of them bucked 
little Guy Garner’s mount for the third race, which 
it won. and followed up their success by backing 
Johnny Ueiff’s mount for the fourth race and cashed 
once more. 

In France the steeplecbasing mid hurdle racing 
season do**s not end with the opening of the flat 
racing. Far from it. The richest jumping races 
of the year are held near Paris, at Auteull, 
June, when the Grand Steeplechase de Paris, worth 
something like $49,900. will attract a large field 
of the l**-si jumpers from all over Europe and th** 
British Isles. Ibis great steeplechase, which i: 
worth wic«* as much as ihe English Grand National 
lias not received any American entries t«> date: but 
supplementary entries are permitted for t lie great 
French race by payment of an extra large entry 
fee. 

A correspondingly great and popular event is the 
Auteui! Grand Hurdle Race, worth $20,000. The 
distance for this hurdle ran* is nearly three miles, 
which unusual distance with the still more un 
usual value of the stakes and the high quality of 
the competing horses, make this one of the chief 
events of th** Paris racing season. Two American 
horses have Ik*cm entered for this race, which will 
also be run in June at Auteiul. These two horses 
are Gastleton. hred l»y the late James It. Keeuo 
at Ids Pasileton Stud farm in Kentucky, aud Dal- 
matian, bred by Perry Belmont. Castleton is a 
speedy and good-looking son of Peter Pan. Dalma- 
tian. which Louis Winaus l»ought from Sam HiJ 
dr«*tli for $4o.t)00 three «>r four years ago. is ; 
powerful son of Kttaelbert. hut does not always run 
as reliably as he might. — Paris Correspondent New 
York Sun. 

AUSTRALIA’S GRAND NATIONAL HORSE. 

Bullawarru is a ’chaser well worth bringing 12,000 
miles to run in the great Liverpool cross-country 
ovent. He was unquestionably the best horse over 
the jumps in the commonwealth of late years. A 
a youngster, great things were expected of him on 
the flat, but he became a big. leggy, not to say 
lanky, bay colt, and just lacked the turn of speed 
necessary to earn distinction iu the best handicap 
company. As he matured he furnished out into 
a splendid, commanding horse, standing over a tre- 
mendous l*>t of ground, and though galloping with an 
exceptionally long stride, yet so well muscled and 
compact as to give the impression of perfect 
rythmic motion. 

Put over the hurdles, he quickly developed latent 
jumping talent, and s«*ou earned a place at the toj 
of the handicaps, winning in the best fields witl 
••veil 176 ]M>unds in the saddle. Ultimately the ban 
dicappers succeeded in stopping him and he was 
transferred to the steeplechase courses, where liis 
natural aptitude, stamina and dogged courage brought 
additional triumphs. Curiously enough, his speed 
ou the fiat increased with liis participation in 
steeplechases, so that it was thought worth while 
to enter him in the Australian Cup. which was run 
• arly in this month. Iu all. Bullawarra lias started 
in 32 races, for 12 wins. 4 seconds and 2 thirds 
Lis principal victories include the V. R. C. Cup 
Hurdle, three miles, carrying 175 pouuds. last No 
vombrr: tin* Doatta Galea Hurdle, two and a half 
miles, with 163 i*ounds. last July, and the Australian 
Steeplechase. I miles, with 169 pounds, last August. 

His present owner. Mr. Normau Falkiuer, is a 
member of an immensely rich family of pastoraiists. 
He has not long been associated with* the turf, but 
lie has already got gathered the best team of 
jumpers in Australia. Originally if was intended 
i*» start Bullawarra in the Winter Steeplechase in 
July, and ship him to England in August: but Mr. 
Falkiner has wisely decided to give the horse every 
< hanee of l*eeoming acclimated before the big ques- 
tion is asked him. J. X. McGregor, the crack Aus- 
tralian cross-fount ry jockey, is coming t*> England 
r. » ride Bullawarra. hut in* will not. arriv** until 
the «mi* 1 of th** year. He is certainly one of the 
finest horsemen over born south of the line, and 
though smashed apparently beyond repair on half a 
dozen occasion**. lias always pulled through the most 
appalling spills. With a good horse of proved 
stamina, speed and courage, mi owner who can 
afford lo give his horse every chance and a jockey 
who knows liis game, the Australian invasion ought 
to impart additional interest to the Grand National 
•f 1915.- ’ Australasian” in London Sporting Times.

NEW FRENCH RULES OF RACING. 



The Societe d' Encouragement on March 10 agreed 
to the publication of an extra number of the "Bul- 
letin” **r "Calendar” tending further to explain 
aud define the rules of racing, recently modified. 
Tlu- penalties, which only referred 10 trainers holding 
a license to use the rides and gallops at Chantilly, 
have been extended to all who have a permit to 
exercise their functions as trainer, irrespective of 
locality, in France. Certain alterations have been 
made, not affecting probable visitors from abroad. 
Race societies within a radius of twenty-five miles 
of Paris have lo limit their number of meetings, 
not put more than six events on their day’s program, 
and make certain reserves* in favor of breeders of 
all winners, save in handicaps and selling races. 
Societies offering $39,000 as added money during 
the year must gnu ran to*- tin- second and third horse 
placed by the judge at least nine per-cent, and six 
per-cent., respectively. The qualification for a 
horse in a handicap consists in Ids having run prior 
to the closing of the engagements. Entries made 
for horUds prepared by traiuers deprived of their 
license in otlier countries are null aud void. A 
very important point has been settled iu the creation 
of a forfeit list by the Soolote d'Encouragement on 
tlie same lines as in England, preventing anyone 
whose name is inscribed ou the list from entering, 
training or riding horses whose forfeits remain un- 
paid. The question of the correct weight to be 
'•arried, according to the conditions of the race 
conies under the responsibilities of trainers, who 
may bo fined $loo for any error made. The judge 
is asked to note the fourth horse passing the inist 
and' the public is informed that the winning horses 
whose numbers are hoisted on the board are not to 
be considered definite until confirmed by the stewards 
after th*» jockeys have passed tin* scales. The cx- 
clusioii from all premises under th*- jurisdiction of 
tin* Societe has been extended, and studs where 
horses disqualified under the charge of fraud are 
ostracized for the* future. 

Pertain dispositions have been made as to the 
recovery of jockeys’ fees, which are fixed at 125 
francs for a winning and 00 francs for a losing ride. 
These have to be paid before the end of the year 
under penalty of a complaint to Hie stewards, 
which entails the placing <>f the name of the de 
faulting owner on the forfeit list. Nothing has l*een 
mentioned as a corrective for the exorbitant de- 
mands made by some of the first -fiight riders when 
called on to ride for owners who have no absolute 
claim on their services secured by an annual pay- 
ment. Jockeys have been limited in their excuses, 
which are put flown at $5 a day. exclusive of rail- 
way fares, and have to be divided up according to 
the number of times they ride for different owners. 
The position of apprentices and their masters, the 
trainers, are clearly defined. Strange to say. iu 
modifying the Rules of Racing there seems to I* 
provision made for the eventuality <>f dispensing 
with the starting gat*: and restoring the flag. The 
rule as t * * disqualification *>f a winner which may 
have interfered during a smart finish with an oppo- 
nent is made b-ss absolute than formerly, as the 
new disposition and the word shall is modified Into 
"may" be disqualified, while jockeys are given to 
understand that severe measures may be adopted 
against those who hinder and interfere with others 
The question of a preliminary declaration of the 
intentions **r an. owner running more than one horse 
l>econies still an open one. as all the representa- 
tives wearing the same colors are grouped with the 
one number at the "mutuals,” and Rule No. > 
reads: Ir is forbidden to run one or more horses in 

a race without tin* intention of winning: neverthe- 
less the owner who runs several horses lias th*' 
right to win with whichever he pleases. Doping, 
tracheal tubes and American clip slna-s are probihi 
t(*d, and stewards are requested to enforce tin 
rules. — Paris Letter to The Sportsman. 



OUR PROSPECTS PLEASING TO ENGLAND. 



It is good to learn that racing iu the Uuited States 
is once again prospering, in spite of the faddists 
who a few’ years back were responsible for ant 
betting legislation of s** drastic a character that 
it caused many owners and breeders of thoroughbreds 
either to betake themselves and their horses to other 
countries or to sell off altogether. In the result the 
horse-breeding industry in the States \vas w so badly 
crippled that, but f**r tin* energy and liberality of 
s, *nio of the leading men on the American turf, not 
only racing would have come to an end. but also the 
various breeds of horses which are based on the 
thoroughbred. The position in regard to the army 
horse supply became so critical a couple of rears 
ago that. but. for the assistance of some of the 
prominent owners and breeders referred to— wh** 
gave valuable thoroughbred stallions away for tln- 
piirjxise of siring half -breds— the home supple of 
horses for army remounts in the F. 8. A. would 
lum- become exhausted. Anti-gamblers are never 
'<> happy as when stating that betting is a para- 
sitical growth, which should Ik* not only kept severe- 
ly iu check, but entirely cut away by* means of re 
pressive legislation. So closely entwined, however, 
with Ihu-sc racing, is the inborn betting instinct 
that W’ise men long ago realized that tile very life 
of the turf and. indirectly, the welfare of the 
various branches of our horse-breeding industry — is 
dependent on recognition of that fact. Already there 
has been more than sufficient legislation in regard 
t** betting iu our once Merrie England.” all <*f it 
fraui«‘d with the idea of "curbing the irrepressible.” 
Fur that the gambling or betting instinct L jrre- 
pr* sshle is patent to anyone that cares to study the 
history of tbc human race. This has seemingly at 
last bee 11 ascertained, as a result of the prolonged 
struggle between ill*' aul i-gauiblers aud tin- racing 
men and horse breeders of the Fnited States, for. 
instead **f bookmakers they now have for example, 
on tin- race courses of the stale of Kentucky- tin- 
pan inutucl. So far tin* installment of the pari 
mm in-! system h;n not been interfered with by 
cranky legislators aud tin* present increasing pros 
perit.\ of racing in Kentucky has only been made 
l*ossibb- by the enthusiasm with which race giwrs 
there have tak**ii t<* pari-mutuel boning and the <•<») 
sequent I y increased attendance at tin- various meet- 
ings. But for this tin* New Louisville Jockey Club 
would not. 1 think, he now in a position to give 
2.000 sovereigns in added money to their chief race 
<»f tin* coming summer, .the Kentucky Derby: nor 
would tlie Douglas Park authorities be able to so en 
•low tin* Kentucky Handicap that the owner of the 
winner will receive almost 2.096 sovereigns. The

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POINTERS ON PICKING YEARLINGS. 

C. T. Patterson of Hamburg; and Ornament Fame 
Gives Interesting Interview on the Thoroughbred. 



Charles T. Patterson, who developed the mighty 
Hamburg, and who campaigned Ornament and many 
other horses with rare success, has sound ideas oil 
th*' thoroughbred, and in a recent interesting iuter- 
' h*w in tin? New York Telfferraph. he set forth the 
requisition of a first-class horse: 

"It fakes time io get a good stable even if you 
^ave millions of dollars." said lie. "If ball teams 
“ouhl w.-i i t until April to get their players together, 
they would not have a chance to win a pennant, 
been use other teams would have all the great players 
and you would not be ready when the umpire said 
play ball.* 

"Most people claim that you cannot tell anything 
about a yearling. I claim you can. Here's my 
reason: For instance, Hamburg, Sysonby or Colin, 

starting for the first time, may mu a sensational 
race, ami everybody goes wild about them after 
the race is over, but the winning of the race, eveu 
in record time, did not change the appearance of 
the horse. He lobked the same before he went into 
the race as he did when he came out of it. 

"We have a great many trainers and some extra 
good ones, but few horsemen. What 1 mean by 
that is. we have many a man who can train a horse 
and train him well if you give him the horse, but give 
him the money aud tell him to buy some untried 
yearlings or tbe ‘raw material,’ he cannot do it. 
There are few people that know the horse business. 
Anybody can see a thing after it has happened, but 
there is not a man in ten thousand who can see a 
race horse before he shows. 

"Many yearlings are ruined by* running them at 
top speed Is* fore they are ready or seasoned. Their 
legs are soft and they become unsound; they cannot 
show their best if they are unsound. One of the 
greatest horses 1 ever saw — Sal vide re — could beat 
any horse he met when sound, but he could not 
beat the ordinary horse when he became unsound. 

As for horses running over a distance of ground, 

1 think we have just as many now as we did in the 
«*ld days, but they are trained and race differently. 
We train so much for speed nowadays horses become 
what you call speed crazy. You cannot place them 
unless you pull them hard. When a horse is run- 
ning under a strong pull his heart and lungs are 
working just as hard as if you were letting him 
run on the same principle as putting an automobile 
against a stone wall and turning on the engine. 
Tbe engine would be working just as hard and you 
would be using just as much gasoline as if the 
auto was moving. 

"There is a wide difference between a great horse 
and a fast horse. Tb«* great horse is a fast horse at 
any distance, while t lie fast horse, or sprinter, can 
only run a short distance. There are lots of fast 
horses, but few great ones. All horses are not made 
alike, but any great borse, when you come to look 
him over, you will find lias some points to make him 
great. The greatest deep mud horse I ever saw was 
Judge Hymns and when I looked him over I found a 
horse with wonderful shoulders. 

"We have what I would call natural and manu- 
factured race horses. The natural race horse is the 
belter, for the reason that he can run at udj* aud 
all times, provided, of <*ourse. that lie is sound and 
well. A striking example of a manufactured race 
horse was Beau Gallant. The spring he was two 
years old lie was getting beaten in selling races aud 
in the fall he beat the great Commando and gave him 
one pound. This was after lie liad been trained all 
summer and every muscle was set and he was iu 
perfeet rendition. After lie was thrown out of 
training to go into winter quarters lie never showed 
anything like the same form, if lie bad been a nat 
oral runner tills would not have hapi>ened, because 
the natural runner can always run; eveu when out of 

I : a : 1 1 i 1 1 v r be lia< his speed, but. of course, has to be 
conditioned to carry it over a distance of groiuid. 

"Action is n great thing. The nicely actioned 
horse will always run more true to form than the 
horse with bad action, because if he is knocked off 
Ids stride in a race he can recover it immediately, 
while i lie bad act iolied horse cannot do this. 

"We have some fairly good horses with bad action 
because they have great strength. King James was 
one of t hose. Me was t-ousidered a great horse, but 
when lie met Ballot and Celt be had to be contented 
with the place. 

"I think when you sum up everything the head 
is the tnosr im|K»rtant thing to lie considered. All 
great horses, like great men. have a head on them 
that looks tin* part. Great breadth between the 
eyes, with a big. strong jaw and a good, full eye. 
Beware of the horse with the hog or elephant eye. 

"A great lior.se looks the pari, but there are few 
people who can see it. This, I think, is a gift born 
in a person something one cannot acquire. 
/’•Breeding is a great thing, and no matter bow 
veil bred tin* horse is be must be made right — every- 
thing must match aliout him and he must be perfect- 
ly balanced to be a really great horse. The finest 
clock in the world will not continue to run if it is 
not hung plumb or if there is a wheel in it. that doe. 
not fit. Everything must work in harmony. When 
you get a perfect horse, the better the breeding 
the lieitcr the horse. 

"We have what you call high and low geared 
horses, just, the same as the high and low speed 
of the automobile. The low-geared horse makes a 
lot of fuss, blit does not cover tbe ground, and the 
high-geared horse does not make any fuss or effort, 
hut he covers tin* ground, and when you put tlie two 
together for a trial it is the same thing as a man 
walking with a lady with a hobble skirt. 

"Young horses are the ones to buy or bet on be 
cause you often get 10 to 1 on a yonug horse that 
should be 3 to 5. On the older borse you get 3 to 5 
when he should be 6 or 8 to 1. There is a top to 
every bill. The young horse is on the side going up, 
where there's room for improvement, and the older 
horse lias reached the top and must come down. 
But the public cannot see this until they have lost 
their money. Adams Express. Plate Glass and High 
Private are g<**1 examples of what 1 call the old 
horse. The public are always playing them on what 
i l»ov have done, and it is almost a certainty they 
never will be what they have tieen. I don’t care 

V. iio trains dWB. 

"An experienced man can tell the high-geared 
horse from the low-geared one, just the same as 
you can sit in an automobile and tell when the 
chauffeur changes from low to high speed. The 
high geared horse looks the parr ami if you were 
to measure him. you would Bud he had great length 
from hip to hock, and when you galloped him you 
would find he covered ground without any exer- 
tion. 

"Hindoo. Ornament. Africander. Sysonby. Yo 
Tainbien. Artful, and Sal videre were high-geared 
horses with splendid action. Any yearling bred 
right, that looks the part, with action like any of 
the above-mentioned horses, would surely do to 
buy at any price within reason. A horse of this 
kind cannot help but make good. Any man with 
money going into the racehorse game should not buy 
a yearling that did not look to have a chance to 
l>e a great horse. 

"The great Longfellow was a particularly bigh- 
geared liorse. He had wonderful length from the 
point of his hip to the point of his hock and was a 
horse of tremendous stride. He eouhl run fast 
ami fir. Yon «an buy the ordinary bone every 
day. bur great horses are few and far between. 
One great horse is worth a stable full of ordinary 
ones. Everybody knows of the late James R. Keene, 
August Belmont. J. E. Madden and James Rowe be- 
cause tliev had great horses. 

"As to telling the difference about a yearling 
with class and one without class, it is hard to ex- 
plain. Aliout the best explanation I can give is the 
difference between cut-glass and pressed glass. One 
lias the hard flinty, line look of the cut-glass and the 
other has the soft look of the pressed glass. 

"A yearling musjt be made right. A great many 
of them are deficient in one place or another. The 
majority of them are made wrong in front, either 
in the kqee or elbow. This makes them paddle 
and hit their hocks twbat we call swift cutiing*). 
Seme .- re made like the bulldog — wide in front. As 
a rule, these horses will not run over a distance of 
ground because their action is faulty. 

"In buying yearlings you must look for the ones 
with the right kind of a frame. If you see a nar 
row frame for a building you can only expect f 
narrow building — the same with the yearling. We 
find a great many horses with an extremely short 
rib near the hip. These horses will look all right 
when fat. hut when they are ready to race they will 
draw up to the rib and look like a greyhound. They 
haven't the const ititl ion to make a great horse. 

“The first-class stake horse will kill two or three 
ordinary horses if you try to train them wilh him, 
liecnuse he has all the qualities where the ordinary 
horse has not. and he can do his work with so much 
more ease. The actual running of tbe horse in a 
trial or a race does not hurt him at all. It is the 
nervous strain getting up to %.nd goiug through the 

II -Yon may sav. whv should I tell all this which 
it took me* thirty years to learn with lots of hard 
work and worry and association with the best trot- 
ting and running horsemen. But. as 1 have said 

Mm* fore. I think picking yearlings is a gift and if 1

FAST TIMES AT SPRINTING DISTANCES. 

The racing of 1013 in America was productive of 
an unusual number of fast run races at sprinting 
distances. Among the notable happenings of the 
\enr were tbe establishment of new American rec- 
ords for five and a half furlongs and three-quarters 
of a mile. The tracks that were in extremely fast 
condition included Juarez, Douglas Park and 
Churchill Downs. Tt was over these three courses 
that the most sensational performances of the year 
were recorded. 

The American record for half a mile is 46% sec 
onds No half mile was run during the year in less 
than *47. The horse that runs a half in :47 is 
going some, at that. Five times during the year 
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it was done, on four occasions at Juarez and once 
ur Minoru Park, Vancouver, B. C. Little Bit, Old 
Rosebud. Barbara Lane, Aunt Mamie and Buck 
Thomas were the horses to whose credit these fast 
halves went. The half-mile record of :46%, is held 
jointly by Donau. now dead, and Anion, a selling 
plater of the present day that was looked upon as 
a high-class racing prospect in his younger days. 
Each carried 115 pounds. Douau first established 
the mark iu winning a race over the marvellously 
last Santa Anita Park track iu southern California 
March 13, 1909. and Anion equaled it at Juarez 
‘Vbruary 9, 1911, ii». which season the Mexican 

course was the scene of sum- sensationally fast 
lierforniaitces. as it is at t lie present time. All 
half miles rnu in :4S <»r better during 1913 are in-
